II there Is any one Uilng that's bungle- 
some In this country's economic ,^et-up, It's 
our 'system of taxation. Wo pay personal 
taxes, income taxes, cxcl.se taxes, corporation 
taxes, excess proflUi taxes,, amil^ieniont taxes, 
luxury taxes, hidden taxes, -intl! we don't 
know whether we're coming or going. It gives 
the taxpayers a pain in the neck and even 
the government admits it's a headache. 

A Twin Falls business man, who lays no 
claim to being n lax expert, "got lo thinking 
the other night" after reading one of the 
recent editorials in the Times-News. 

He dug up the June i.-isue of "National Busi- 
ness" to familinrlzc himself with the total 
retail .sales in Idaho during 1042. Tlien he 
began toying with percentages in relation 
to this combined sales volume, thinking par- 
ticularly of a sales tax. 

The Imaginary tax revenue he had plied 
up in a few minutes with what seemed to be 
a relatively low sales tax staggered hia 
imagination even further. 

"Why." he asked the editor of the Times-

But what they spend, he argues, Is the best 
and fairest measure of their "ability to pay 
proportionate taxes. 

Of course, not everyone will agree with 
this Idea, and It's e. cinch It wouldn't be per- 
fect. But sooner or Ititcr this monstrosity 
that we call our prcsenfsystcm of taxation 
l3 going to collapse under its own weight, 
and It's to the credit of Rnyone who will 
spend any ^me trying to think ol some Bane 
colli tion.

They have publijhfd ceiling pricei In their adTertiierjienti and 
have admoniihed the public not la piy more. They have utii,ed 
the trade to cooperate with the Government by maintaining 
ceilinc pricei. They have uri;cd retaileri to diiplav siRnt readinK: 
"O.P.A. ceiling pricet...(!o not pay morel ' They have pre- 
pared a leriei of newipaper advertisemenii warninp the public 
not to buy at black market nticei. Thty have urged the O.P.A. 
to call > conference in Waihinplon of the State Tir^uor admini- 
itratori for the purpose of urfjing them lo lend their tupport in 
the enforcement o[ the O.P.A. price reRulationa. 



10. Have distillers raised their prices on whiskey? 

O.P.A. regulaiioni provide that diitillcri' prices thai! not 
exceed thoie in cfTea during March 1942.
